CommissionerDavis showed 
that he overlooked nothing in the in- 
oongruous mass of stuff segregated in- 
to the penal and political codes. 
He 
was extremely technical 
in some 
of 


the revision work, transposing 
words, 
realranging sentences, 
making substi- 
tutions here and there. It would tax 
the ingenuity of the 
ordinary man 
who flatters himself 
that he knows 
tuoiigh about good English 
to recog- 
nize it when he sees it to see in some 
of'the changes . a substantial 
mason

-The alterations- in only a 
few cases 
undertake

Mr. Davis has no doubt made the 
codes more pleasant reading. 
He has

the county government act relative 
to the 
permanent 
powers of 
the 
supervisors 
was brushed aside in an 


equally unceremonious 
fashien. 
The 


pipe line along the lone road, 1730 
feet, was by a simple order 
of the 


board entered upon tha records, sold 
to C. Froelich for 5 cents 
per 
f"ot. 
In the same manner another 
line of 


pipe leading from the end of Water 
street to the hospital grounds, 
sev- 


eral hundred feet in length, was sold 
to C.Marelia for $45. 
Furthermore, 


by the same 
simple" process 
of an 


order, W. Going, the janitor, 
was 


directed to sell all the old stoves, 
furniture, and 
juuk stored in the 


basement 
of the hall of records 
at 


private sale. 
There 
was no ques- 


tion raised about the probable value 
of 
such 
property. 
Neither 
did it 


enter into the calculations 
of the 


board 
as 
to 
inconvenience 
and 


jeopardizing of other 
vested inter- 


ests by the removal of the pipe line, 
claimed to be the property of the 
county and included in the order 
of 


sale. 
As we understand it, the re- 


moval of the town pipe willshut the 
water supply 
from private 
resi- 
dences, and entailmuch expense and 
hardships 
in unlooked-for 
quarters 


ifcarried into effect. 
Subdivision 
9 


of the same 
section of the county 


government 
act reads in part 
as 


follows: 


the record of the deed 
from Sibole 
to Amador county of the lotin ques- 
tion, 
lone was in need of a cala- 


boose, and a lot for the same. Sibole 
had a lot to sell. 
$75 was the pur- 


chase price; the county 
was asked 


to plank up the money, 
and did so 


without^ so much as 
"blinking 
an 


eye." 
Perhaps the question of the 


right of the county to make a pur- 
chase of real estate in this manner 
was never brought up. It was as- 
sumed that the county had iust as 
much right to purchase a jaillot, as 
an individual had to buy a residence 
lot, without any preliminary pala- 
ver. 
Nevertheless, 
in thid off-hand 


purchase of 
real estate 
the board 


violated one of the plainest provis- 
ions of law. 
Having procured 
the 


deed on premises 
contrary to law, 


the question of the validity of the 
county's title to the 
parcel of land 


may crop up at any time. 
Subdi- 


vision 7 of section 25 of the county 
government act as amended in1903, 
and which is now in force, reads 
as 


follows: 


'. No purchase of real prop- 
erty shall be made unless 
a notice of 
the intention of the board to make 
such purchase, 
describing 
the 
prop- 
erty to be purchased, 
and the price to 


be paid - therefor, 
from whom itiis 
proposed to be purchased, 
and 
fixing 


the time when the board willmeet to 
consummate 
such purchase, 
has been 
published for at least three weeks in 
sonio newspaper 
of general 
circula- 
tion published in the county, etc. 


On another page of this issue ap- 


pears 
an 
article from the 
Sacra- 


mento News relative to the practi- 
cal work accomplished in the way of 
revising the codes 
by '.lie present 


code commissioner. 
Itobably of all 


positions »o lavishly provided by the 
state for office-seekers, 
the one most 


.perilous to public interests 
is that 


of code commissioner. 
This is say- 


ing nothing derogatory to the ability 
of the present holder 
of that posi- 


tion, nor of his predecessors. 
The 


article referred to says the sum total 
of results in the revision work con- 
sists in transposition of words, ap- 
parently immaterial 
and 
needless 


changing of phrases, 
correction 
of 


grammatical errors, and s" forth— 


the predominant idea being to give 
the law verbiage a more classical 
and euphonious rendering. 
For this 


sort of work the state is paying at 
the rate of over $5000 per year. If 
the money 
were simply wasted it 


would not be so bad. 
But the dan- 


ger is that by such changes 
for the 


\u25a0 love of change the whole question of 


interpretation willbe raised 
anew, 


and have to be again 
passed 
upon 


by the courts. 
Most of the sections 


of the codes as they formerly stood 
have passed the ordeal of the courts. 
But any change, however 
trivial it 


may seem on its face, willalmost in- 
evitably raise a fresh crop of litiga- 
tion to settle the question of mean- 
ing. 
The truth is no man—it mat- 


ters not how well versed in the law 
he may be—is qualified for the task 
ofrevising the law codes. 
The field 


is too vast to be covered 
by one 


brain, however comprehensive 
the 


mentality of that brain 
may be. 


Blackstone himself would be a pigmy 


\u25a0 
in the presence of such a task. It 
is not to be wondered 
at therefore 


that 
code 
revision 
has 
simmered 


down to a matter of making the laws 
smoother and pleasanter reading for 
the fastidious literators. It is re- 
ported that two hundred 
of these 


code revision bills were passed 
in 


a few hours by the last legislature. 
They were passed at the rate of one 
every two minutes, 
or as fast 
as 


their titles could be read. 
This was 


blind legislation. 
No attempt 
was 


orcould be made 
to look into the 


merit of the changes. 
One man had 


recommended the changes, and that 
was deemed all-sufficient 
to justify 


the passage of the laws as amended, 
without any investigation whatever. 
A system of laws should never be 
confided to one-man power in that 
way. 
The commissioner 
may be 


actuated by the best of motives, and 
honestly 
of the 
belief 
that 
the 


changes 
recommended 
are 
for the 


public good; nevertheless 
changes 


of a seemingly 
innocent 
nature are 


more apt to be productive of harm 
then good.

HOSPITAL REPORT. 


The State Dental Board. 


A statement 
was published 
in the 


Call of Monday last that Dr. C. A. 
Herrick of Jackson, 
ex-president and 


present secretary of the state 
board 


of dental examiners, is in a combina- 
tion, the object of which is to keep 
down the number of dentists 
in the 


state. 
This charge is made in con- 


nection with the suit brought T. R. 
Woollard against the board of dental 
examiners 
for a 
temporary" permit 


to practice 
dentistry. 
In a conver- 


sation with Dr. Herrick, he explain- 
ed that while temporary permits have 
been 
issued, 
pending 
the 
regular 


examination 
of the applicants, 
the 
legal aspect of such 
permits' 
was so 


uncertain that it was determined to 
discontinue their issuance 
Courts in 


other states 
have determined that a 


license onoe issued, certifying to the 
proper qualifiations in dentistry, can- 
not be recalled by the same body on 
the ground 
that 
the holder is not a 
fully qualified practitioner. 
Inother 


words, the 
examining 
board cannot 


be committed to both sides 
of the 
question, 
first alleging that a man is 
qualified and upon further examina- 
tion that he is not. 
The law author- 


izing the temporary 
permits 
was re- 


pealed by thes last legislature, so that 
such permits oan no longer be issued. 
T. R. Woollard, a graduate 
from an 


eastern state, applied tor a temporary 
permit in December 
last. In accord- 


ance with the decision 
of the board 


his request 
was denied; he must first 


pass 
the required examination. 
He 


started suit to compel 
the issuance 


of such 
permit. Itis contended 
by 


the plaintiff that he is the victim 
of a conspiracy 
to limit the number 


of dentistry practitioners in the state. 
Itisheld in behalf of the state offic- 
ials that the case of Woollard jis not 
an exceptional one; that he has been 
treated 
the same as other applicants 


in being required to pass 
the regular 


examination 
before credentials 
are 


issued. 
The rule now in vogue, and 


whioh was in vogue at the time of 
Woollard's application, has been ad- 
hered to in every oase, regardless of 
the state 
from which the 
applicant 


comes,
